HARD COAL STRIKE 
IS SETTLED TODAY 


Governor Pinchot Issues Statement Shortly Be­ 
fore Noon Announcing Settlement Of An­ 
thracite Coal Dispute; Conference Will 
Approve Settlement. 


I By Associated Press.) 
Harrisburg, Feb. 12.— Governor Pinchot announced today 
that the anthracite strike has been settled. 
His announcement was made in the following statement: 
“The anthracite strike is settled. 
I am able to make this 
announcement because I have been constantly in touch with the 
negotiations. 
I make it with profound thankfulness. 
The set­ 
tlement will restore prosperity to the anthracite region and bring 
relief and comfort to millions of American homes.” 
The announcement was made by the executive at ll o’clock 
and he declined at that time to add any details to his statement. 


5-Year Agreement 
Philadelphia, Feb. 12.—The anthracite coal strike was vir­ 
tually settled here today when announcement 
was made at 
I 
o’clock that the proposition of the operators to return to work 
immediately on a five-year agreement was formally approved by 
the miners. 
The joint conference of miners and operators still has to 
formally approve the peace settlement after which a convention 
of miners called to meet in Scranton next Tuesday will have to 
ratify it. 
All this is a formality. 
Immediately after the miners ended their session, the suh- 
scale committee went into conference with the operators’ ne­ 
gotiating committee to draw’ up the final agreement. 


Confirms Report 
W ashington, Feb. 12.—Governor Pinchot’s announcement in H arrisburg 
th at the coal strike was settled was declared by Secretary’ Davis of the 
Labor department to be “entirely’ correct.’’ 
“The announcement th a t the strike is settled is entirely correct,” said 
Secretary Davis, “and since it seems to have become public we can say’ 
something about the terms. 
“The contract is for 5 years, wages to continue at their present levels 
W’ith a provision for an opening of negotiations within the industry when­ 
ever either side desires such reopening. 
“There is also some arrangem ent for the collection of dues for the 
union.” 


165-Day Strike 
Philadelphia, Feb. 12.—-The anthracite strike was the longest in the 
history of the industry. 
It began September I, 1925, and was not exported 
to last longer than a month or six weeks. 
No attem pts were made during the suspension to operate any of the 
mines and the long idleness was unbroken by any serious disturbances. 
The strike started over failure of tile miners and operators to agree on 
a new wage contract to replace the one that expired A ugust 31, last year. 
The expired contract was a 2- year agreem ent and was the re ult of media­ 
tion by Governor Pinchot. 
The miners in th a t agreem ent received a ten 
per cent increase in w’ages.

WHY NOT REMOVE THE SNOW? 
A number of business people have 
suggested to this newspaper that it 
call to the attention of the borough 
fathers, or the street committee of 
council, the matter of having the snow 
removed from the central part of the 
town to permit an easier flow of the 
usual commercial activities. 
It would seem that the business 
people and merchants are deserving 
of some soecial consideration 
and 
service in this respect from the bor­ 
ough! 
It appears to be a just and 
fair request to ask that tho huge ( 
snow heaps along the curbs in front ! 
of stares be hauled away just as soon ! 
as possible after heavy snow 
falls 
such as experienced in recent days. 
The amount of money involved would 
be small while the sendee would mean 
much to those men, and women, w h o 
pay a large share of the taxes of the 
borough and are vital factors in the 
ccir.munity’s prosperity and growth. 
Most progressive communities fos­ 
ter such a move without mention. It 
is only natural that these people who. 
while in business, are rendering a pub­ 
lic sendee, 
are 
entitled 
to some 
return, other than an opportunity to 
pay taxes and incur the displeasure 
of dissatisfied customers. 
The situation around Center Square, 
after a snow storm, is deplorable. 
Huge piles of snow lay stacked sev­ 
eral feet high, making it impossible 
for persons driving automobiles.—and 
in the last several days those who re­ 
sorted to the sleighs,—to get within 
ten feet of the curb. 
Thor., too. it 
has been necessary to wade through 
the drifts or walk to the corners in 
order to reach the sidewalks. 
We are certain it would meet with 
public approval if our officials, in a 
community like Gettysburg, host to 
the largest cosmopolitan gathering of 
any city of twice its size in the coun­ 
try, w )UM render or sanction such 
(orvice us removing snow' from the 
street*, to create a better community 
spirit and closer harmony wdth the 
merchants. 
These 
merchants 
do­ 
nate freely of their time and money 
for civic enterprises. 
They are al­ 
ways eager to grasp an opportunity 
lo make this a better town in which 
lo live. 
And then when it snow.--, 
is it fair that they bo asked to be j 
content to waddle through these huge 
drifts, or sit back in their stores and j 
wait for nice weather, to stimulate j 
business? 
It is a thought for council. Make i 
Gettysburg a real community instead 
of a village. 
Demonstrate the abib- ! 
ty to render service and let’s boom i 
the tow n, 
j 
It is much easier to ride or walk j 
the state highwayr- after 
a 
snow 
stocni than it is to navigate through 
the streets of Gettysburg. • Little 
effort is ever made to relieve the sit­ 
uation, but it is not too late to in­ 
stitute a new colley in this respect. 
lf merchants want a cleared space in 
front of their stores for prospective 
customers to find a way to the side­ 
walk, they must get out and shovel 
snow from half the street in front 
of their places of business. 
Ten good 
men and a couple of trucks would 
remove these snow piles in a day or 
two. 
How much would it cost? And 
compare this item with the service the 
merchants are deserving of, and the 
convenience to all our citizens and 
visitors, particularly the rural folk. 
Some communities employ several 
thousand men and a hundred trucks 
for this purpose. 
New York City 
has already spent more than two m il-1 
lion dollars this year for snow re- J 
moval, with other cities, down to the 
smallest 
towns, 
spending 
similar 
amounts in proportion to the jxrpu- 
lation, which w'ould seem to justify 
the adoption of a snow-removal policy 
in Gettysburg. 
Surely, Gettysburg 
is not VO poor or "hard-up” to bor­ 
row trucks from whiling owner*, if 
necessary, and pay a dozen men to db ; 
this work thoroughly 
and 
quickly j 
after each snow-fall.
